













HOW TO USE AND CARE FOR YOUR 
VIDEOART'" ACTIVITY CARTRIDGE ” 


USING YOUR 
ACTIVITY CARTRIDGE: 

1 ♦ Be sure that the “Power 
On” indicator is off before 
plugging the cartridge 
in the VideoArt. 

2 . Plug in the cartridge 
label side up (see drawing). 

3. Press the power button 
so that the red “Power 
On” indicator light is on. 

4 . The title “page” of the 
cartridge will appear on the screen for 20 or so seconds or 

until you press both clear buttons at the same time. 

CARING FOR YOUR ACTIVITY CARTRIDGE — Precautions: 

1. This is hi$h precision electronic software. It should not be stored 
in a place that is very hot or cold. Never hit it or drop it. Do not take 
it apart and never force it into the VideoArt unit. 

2 . Avoid touchins the connectors, do not get them wet or dirty. 
Doing so may damage the cartridge. 

3 . Do not clean with benzene, paint thinner, alcohol or other such 
solvents. 



WHAT YOU WILL SEE... 

After the title page of your VideoArt cartridge you will see the first 
page and you can immediately start to color. 



When the page you would like 
to color appears on the screen, 
use your color selector to either 
pick a color you want to use or 
to change the background color 
of the drawing. As you draw, the 


picture fills in, like the pictures 
you see above. When you are 
finished you can either turn the 
page to start a new drawing or 
save your artwork by recording 
it on video tape!

How to color with My Favorite Doll 

My Favorite Doll is designed so you can color all 
the dolls in a couple of different ways. To make the 
cartridge easier to understand follow along while we 
draw Sally the doll. 


Color Sally the doll in. 
When you are done go 
ahead by pressing the 
“page” button. 


Sally can wear a bow and 
pearls if you color them in. 
But if you want her to wear 
a hat, don’t color this page. 
Just press the “page” 
button again. 


Now you can color in Sally’s 
hat and necklace. 


























Now look at Sally — either way she looks beautiful. 



Things to remember: 

• Always remember to color in the doll completely in 
the first page before you push the “page” button. 

If part of the doll is not colored in, it will disappear. 

• If you press the “page” button after coloring the 
second or third page, a new outline will appear and 
ruin the finished drawing — so be careful. 

• Use the pictures as they are colored in as a way to 
help you choose how you want to color in your 
favorite dolls. You can also use those pictures to 
look ahead at the drawings that are coming up in 
your Activity Cartridge. 
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This is Sally. She likes to play dress-up and wear 
pretty clothes and fancy jewelry. Sometimes she 
puts on a hat and makes believe she is goins out 
or ties big bows in her hair and looks real cute. 
She can even wear a dress like yours or mine. 
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Happy Birthday Cindy! This is a very special day for 
her and she’s happy you could come to her party. 
It looks like she got a lot of nice presents from all 
her friends. I baked her a Birthday cake and put 
on the candles. Can you tell how old she is? 
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Here’s my doll Becky. She never goes anywhere 
without her little friend Brownie the Bear. They 
play in her play pen and sometimes even ride 
on her toy horse together. Becky always holds 
Brownie very tight so he doesn’t fall off 
and hurt himself. 
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This is my doll Ann. She likes all kinds of animals 
but kittens and puppies are her favorites. Kittens 
are fluffy and soft and she keeps them cozy and 
warm in a bis basket. Puppies are fun because 
they do all sorts of cute tricks, have floppy ears 
and chew on dogsy bones. 

































My doll Pam is all ready to go play outside. It 
must be very cold because she put on her heavy 
gloves and scarf. I know that Pam hopes it will 
snow soon because she told me she likes snow 
for the holidays and they are coming real soon. 
How can I tell? Just Guess.
